It has been an accepted fact for untold ages that he who 
sow? the wind will reap the whirlwind.

We would not for a minute do one thing 
to protect a criminal, who has been honored by the voters 
and has been untrue to the trust. At the same time, we be­ 
lieve that Oklahoma has men in public life, as honest, as 
true to the public as it is possible for human beings to be. 
Wholesale charges against what is called “the. state house 
gang” do not appeal to us, for there are many individuals in 
the state house at Oklahoma City, and any one at all familiar 
with those individuals know that they do not all gang to­ 
gether. There may be individuals in the capitol who are not 
honest, for it is difficult to get a large body of men together 
without having some crooks in it. But to say that all are dis­ 
honest, or even a considerably number, is not only untrue but 
is positively foolish. 
A democratic form of government is based upon confi­ 
dence. The only thing that keeps a government like this 
going is the belief that honest and efficient men can be found 
to administer the affairs of state and the additional beliefs 
that only good men, in the main, will be elected to places of 
trust. There is no force back of. the people themselves. Let the 
public once believe, even though such a belief is foolish on 
the face of it, that it is impossible to get honest men in office, 
and we are in for a siege of anarchy and terrorism. 
We have not lost faith in humanity. We have not lost 
faith in public officials. We believe that nine-tenths of man­ 
kind is honest, upright and lawabiding. We believe that the 
American system of government is the best in the world. Be 
believe that democracy, as practiced in this county, is the 
peak of governmental efficiency in all the world’s history. We 
believe that human effort is more rightly rewarded here than 
in any other country. Let’s stop our yelling, “Wolf, Wolf” 
unless we know there is a wolf, and let’s determine to know 
as much about the individual office seekers as possible before 
voting and then vote for men known to be efficient and 
honest. “God’s in his heaven; all’s right with the world.”

We can think of nothing that ha* 
more intrinsic and sentimental val­ 
ue than the old battered tin box 
that William Murray, “Alfalfa BR*., 
sage of Tishomingo, used in carry­ 
ing the draft of the constitution 
during 
the constitutional conven­ 
tion. Rube C ejrs in the Capital- 
Democrat of Tishomingo in a news 
Item recently .says: 
“The tin box in which Bill Mur­ 
ray carried the original constitution 
of Oklahoma during the Constitu­ 
tional Convention was taken by him 
from the vault of thq Farmers* Na­ 
tional Bank Tuesday evening. Bill 
says he is going to send it to the 
Oklahoma Historical Society, at Ok­ 
lahoma City. The

W hether he 
will alto send them we did not 
lqarn.”

A new 
insect has appeared in South Texas. 
It is the cora caterpillar or borer. 
It destroys the corn crop and the 
area of infestation is spreading. It 
may become as widespread as the 
cotton boll weevil. 
After thirty years of slow, persist­ 
ent advance since its appearance In 
this country on the Mexican border, 
the boll weevil has now roached the 
limit of cotton cultivation, except in 
Western Texas, southwestern Okla­ 
homa, northeastern North Carolina 
and Virginia, says a bulletin of the 
U. S. department 
of 
agriculture. 
Each stop in the spread of the 
weevil has been against the stubborn 
efforts of the federal government, 
the states and individual farmers to 
hold the pest in check. 
The mild winter of 1920-21 and 
the wet summer of 1921 favorer 
an abnormal multiplication of the 
insect throughout the territory af­ 
fected. In determining the extent of 
its spread last year the search over 
a great part of the territory sur­ 
veyed was for the last cotton fields 
rather than for the weevil because 
all fields were infested. It still re­ 
mains to be seen says the circular, 
whether the weevil can maintain ex­ 
istence in the extreme portions of 
the cotton belt In which it now 
finds itself. 
For the first time the states r 
Missouri and Kentucky were invad­ 
ed by the weevil and all fields in 
these states were found to be In­ 
fested. The gain west of the Miss­ 
issippi river is very nearly equal 
to that east of the river. The great­ 
est gain in any single state, how­ 
ever, 
is 
15,700 
miles 
in 
North 
Carolina.

Establishment of Bible teaching as 
a part of the course of study in 
public schools of the state of Wash­ 
ington is the purpose of a proposed 
statewide organization of religious, 
fraternal, political, and labor organ­ 
izations, which will have its first 
meeting in Seattle sometime in the 
next two months. 
The move is being initiated by a 
special committee of the Presby­ 
terian church, synod of Washington, 
though the contemplated organiza­ 
tion— to be known as the “Bible 
Fellowship of Washington”— will be 
nonsectarian Invitations have been 
sent to the head of the Roman 
Catholic church here, as well as to 
the Protestant churches. Participa­ 
tion will also be asked of leading 
fraternal 
organizations,

bodies of political parties.

question. The special Presbyterian 
committee reported: 
“The Bible is required to be read 
daily in the state common schools 
of Alabama, District of Columbia, 
Florida, and Massachusetts; Maine 
is advocating a similar law. 
“Thirty-five other states permit 
Bible reading without sectarian com­ 
ment in their common schools and 
state colleges and universities. 
“The only states whose constitu­ 
tion and laws have been construed
